The “ Image Dream” as it is called 
set forth the future kingdoms of the 
world, and traced civilization down 
to its end. 
Babylonia was the head 
of gold. 
Nebuchadnezzar 
was 
it 
king. 
Medo-Persla was its ch«*.«t and 
arms, of silver. 
Greece was Its belly 
and thighs of brass. 
Rome was its 
legs of iron and clay. 
Four u n i­ 
versal 
empires. 
The 
significant 
thing is that there will not he a n ­ 
other such universal empire until the 
God of Heaven sets it up. 
History has run most rem arkably 
into the mold of this prophecy and 
the significant fact was pointed out 
that these very kingdoms were named 
In Daniel before they existed, ex­ 
c ep t the last and the first. 
God can 
w rite history, more accurately before 
it happens than mortal man can a f ­ 
terw ards.

One must choose be­ 
tween Daniel and Darwin, for both 
cannot be accepted.
